CANNOT  BUY: 


•  Foods  for  human  consump- 
tion. 

•  Seeds  and  plants  which  pro- 
duce food  for  consumption  by 
food  stamp  households. 

•  Hunting  and  fishing  equip- 
ment including  nets,  fish 
lines,  fish  hooks,  fishing 
rods,  dip  nets,  harpoons, 
hunting  knives,  and  other 
equipment  necessary  for 
subsistence  hunting  and  fish- 
ing. 


•  Food  that  will  be  eaten  in  the 
store 

•  Hot  foods  that  are  ready  to  eat 

•  Alcoholic  beverages  and  to- 
bacco 

•  Vitamins  and  medicines 

•  Any  nonfood  items,  such  as: 

-  pet  foods 

-soaps,  paper  products, 
and  household  supplies 

-firearms,  ammunition 
and  other  explosives 

-  grooming  items  and  cosmetics 

-  clothing,  or  equipment  for 

transportation  or  shelter 
—gasoline  and  motor  oil 


Retailers  should  ask  participants  to  show  their  special 
identification  cards  at  the  time  of  purchase  of  hunting  and 
fishing  equipment 

To  obtain  information  about  the  Food  Stamp  Program  or  to  report 
program  violations,  call  or  write: 

The  Food  Stamp  Program  is  available  to  all  eligible 
persons  regardless  of  race,  color,  creed,  sex,  national 
origin,  age,  political  beliefs,  or  handicap. 
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
